Former Employee Sues 
County For $150,000

from her job as a clerk for both 
the County Clerk and 
Treasurer. 

According to a suit filed in 
U.S. District Court for the 
Eastern District of Michigan, 
Ms. Conklin claimed the em- 
ployer’s (the county) decision 
to fire her was “arbitrary and 
discriminating”, and names

The suit also seeks 
reinstatment of Ms. Conklin to 
her position with the county, 
with restoration of all seniority 
and benefits, and payment of in- 
terest, court costs and attorney 
fees ‘‘wrongfully sustained.” 

Based on facts mentioned in 
the lawsuit, Ms. Conklin alleges 
that she was released from her 
job on December 1, 1980, after 
working since June 6, 1980, 
three days a week as a clerk for 
the County Clerk, the other two 
days for the County Treasurer.

That great American 
favorite, the hot dog, gets top 
billing when the family grill is 
put to use for summer meals 
outdoors. 

Hot dogs are among the good 
things growing in Michigan, 
whether the traditional pork 
mixture, all beef, or the new 
turkey dogs, because they’re 
made to Michigan’s strict stan- 
dards. Delicious simply grilled 
and served with such familiar 
go-togethers as tomatoes, 
chopped onions, and cheese, 
they are a special treat when 
served as chili dogs. 

If you’re looking for different 
ways to serve hot dogs, here are 
some suggestions: 

Slit hot dogs lengthwise, 
about half-way through. Stuff 
with Cheddar cheese wedges, 
wrap with bacon, and broil until 
the bacon is medium crisp. Or 
stuff with mashed potatoes or 
squash, topped with cheese, 
then broil. 

Serve a mixed grill at your 
next backyard party, using hot 
dogs, and a variety of specialty 
sausages, like Kielbasa, Brat- 
wurst, and Mettwurst. Let 
guests choose their favorites, or 
sample some of each. Similarly, 
you can use chunks of hot dogs 
on shish kebobs, alternating 
with fresh fruit and vegetable 
wedges, 

Hot dogs make great appeti- 
zers, cut into chunks and served 
hot with sour cream and whole 
cooked mushrooms. Combine 
sliced hot dogs with green pep- 
per strips and sliced Michigan 
peaches (either fresh or can- 
ned), in a tangy sweet-sour 
sauce. If canned peaches, use 
the juice in your sweet-sour 
sauce. 

Sliced hot dogs add flavor to 
soups, too, and are especially 
good in Michigan navy bean or 
cream of potato soup.

Fascinating 
Facts About 
Michigan 


In 1817 the oldest state univer. 
sity in the nation was founded, 
Originally known aS “The 
Catholepistemiad”’, it now goes 
by a simpler name-University 
of Michigan. 

Henry Wadsworth Longfellow § 
drew his information for “The 
Song of Hiawatha” from Henry 
R. Schoolcraft, famous Michi. 
gan historian and scientist. One 
of the Upper Peninsula counties 
bears the latter’s name. 

Early Indians had a name for 
Michigan-Mishigamaw - which 
means Great Water. 

In 1787, the Continental Con. 
gress under the Articles of Con. 
federation laid down a decree & 
for Michigan known as the Or. 
dinance of 1787. According to 
that ordinance ‘‘schools and the 
means of education shall fop. 
ever be encouraged because 
three things are necessary to 
good government: Religion, 
Morality, Knowledge.” 

Suomi College of Hancock 
holds the distinction of being the 
only Finnish-American school 
in the United States. 

Although Congress forced. 
Michigan to give up its claims 
for the &mile Ohio boundary 
strip which included Toledo, the 
state was more than reimbur- 
sed when it received the Upper 
Peninsula as compensation, 

Michigan State Police started 
the nation’s first school safety 
patrols and the first state police 
radio system in the world. 

A Frenchman, Etienne Brule, 
was the first known white man 
to reach Michigan territory, 
Although the exact date of his 
trip through the straits |s 
unknown, it is believed to have 
occurred within several years 
of the landing of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth Rock.

Business would also be granted a 
single business tax credit of 25 percent of 
the cost of installing such devices for the 
first $25,000, under a second bill ap- 
proved by the House. 

The income tax credit to individuals 
began in 1979 and was scheduled to be 
phased out, with homeowners getting 
credits of 20 percent on the first $2,000 
cast of the system in 1981, 15 percent in 
1982 and 10 percent in 1983. 

Under the recently approved legisla- 
tion, the credit would be revised to 25 per- 
cent on the first $7,000 in 1981 and 1982, 
then the credit would go to 20 percent in 
1983, 15 percent in 1984 and 10 percent in 
1985. 

A move to include woodburning 
stoves in the tax credit program was 
narrowly defeated. 

Seniors Need More Help From 
Substance Abuse Programs . 

A report from the Governor’s Advi- 
sory Group on Seniors and Substance 
Abuse indicates that although substance 
abuse services are available in 65 of 83 
counties, they are not nearly as extensive 
nor as good as they need to be, especially 
services to senior citizens. 

‘Seniors were only slightly more than 
one percent of the 85,270 clients treated 
last year (in substance abuse programs) 
and we know their rate of problems is 
higher,’ said chairperson Dorothy 
Walker. 

Ivarlier reports have estimated that 
80,000 to 90,000 of the state's 1.3 million 
senior citizens have serious problems due

to alcohol abuse. 

Another major problem is misuse of 
medication and the report identified a 
need for training senior citizen agency 
staff to better monitor medication. 

A recent survey found 14 percent of 
clients were undermedicated, 27 percent 
were over medicated, 21 percent had 
inappropriate medication and 20 percent 
had a drug-induced organic brain syn- 
drome. 

Additionally, only 15 percent of the 
agencies saw themselves as responsible 
for monitoring medication. 

Minors Cannot Form Corporations 

Persons who are under the age of 18 
cannot help incorporate a business nor 
may they serve on a corporate board of 
directors, Attorney General Frank Kelley 
has ruled. 

This prohibition applies to both profit 
and non-profit corporations. Kelley ad- 
ded, however, that the opinion has no 
bearing on minors holding and owning 
stock. 

‘There is no specific legal prohibition 
against people under 18 either helping to 
form a corporation or serving on its 
board. However, he noted, commen law 
has traditionally prevented minors from 
serving in a corporate office or forming a 
corporation. 

Because the state follows common law 
unless specifically abrogated by the state, 
that prohibition must follow, Kelley said. 

The state has changed common law to 
grant adult status on people turning 18, 
instead of at 21, but “it cannot be said 
that the common law has similarly been 
abrogated with respect to legal capacity 
of minors in relation to the formation and 
management of profit or non-profit cor- 
porations in Michigan,” Kelley con- 
cluded.

“Persons wishing to visit this 
portion of Michigan can do so by 
passing around the Great Lakes 
to the mouth of Grand River, 
and up the river by steamboat, 
which makes daily trips, or take 
the railroad at Detroit for Bat- 
tle Creek, and thence by stage, 
which runs six times a week.” 

“Furniture and heavy 
luggage can be sent by way of 
the Lakes, and Grand River, at 
less expense than it can be tran- 
sported across the country.” 

Just two years later, the 
Legislature printed a larger 47- 
page booklet in both German 
and English. Immigration to 
Michigan continued throughout 
the 19th century, so that the 1900 
census came up with a popula- 
tion figure of 2,240,912. 

The diversity of nationalities 
and wide range of capabilities 
contributed to the phenomenal 
development of the Michigan
